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CHINA AND THE 
PLAGUE. 


Tue Shanghai branch of the 
Chinese Young Men’s Christian 
Association is to be congratulated 
on the idea of arranging for a 
series of popular lectures on 
“Health and Sanitation” to be 
delivered before its members dur- 
ing the next few months. Those 
who have seen the crowded in- 
telligent audiences that attend the 
public mestings of this institution 
will realize what a favourable 
opportunity is thus afforded of dis- 
seminating knowledge among the! 
more enlightened classes of our 
Chinese fellow-residents. Neither 
one lecture nor of lectures 
will cause the nation to abandon the| 
ingrained babits of centuries ; but 
a start has to be made in breaking 
the ground, and the only hope for 
the application of hygienic prin- 
ciples to the national life lies in a 
reform from above. An anudi- 
ence of several hundred, therefore, 
such as gathered yesterday evening 
in the Martyrs’ Memorial Hall 
to listen to Dr. A, Stanley on the 
subject of “Plague Prevention” 
provides an admirable medium for 
the gradual inculcation of sound 
doctrines of health and sanitation 
millions to whom these 
at present meaningless. 
ja inertie comprised in 
China’s vast numbers that is the 
despair of every reform ; for before 
the new order can permeate the 
whole mass, its motive power has 
been dissipated. The time for the 
national uplifting, therefore, has 
not yet come; not only are the 
teachers of the multitude lacking, 
but their teachers have yet to be 
taught. A nucleus of reform in 
various centres is all that can be 
striven for, and for this reason the 
work of the Chiness Y.M.C.A., 
which seeks to form gradually the 
public opinion of future genera- 
tions, has in it the elements of 
permasent good. In addition to 
cultivation of the mind it offers to 
young China the opportunity of 
physical development, and where 
the two are combined intelligently 
the most éffective leaven of civiliza~ 

















tion ought to be in process of 
formation. 

No subject could be more ap- 
propriate for the opening lecture 
of the series than the one chosen 
by Dr. Stanley. Plague has shown 
that with the least encouragement, 
it is prepared to establish itself in 
Shanghai. For the moment it has 
been, bappily, eradicated, but the 

‘nese community has since been 
reminded of the deadly nature of 
the disease in epidemic form, where 
there bas been failure to resort to 
drastic measures in the carli 





‘once more coming to the rescu 
this too often helpless people, and 
there is some reason to hope that 
the force of the plague in Mancharia 
is in many places already spent. 
The trae story of what is happen- 
ing in remote districts bas yet to 
be learnt ; but the pneumonic form 
taken by the disease, while the 
more deadly in its operation, is the 
more easily stamped out, if only 
by the elimination of possible sub- 
jects. Not the least tragic aspect, 
however, of the nchurian 
epidemic is that where by vigorous 
effort the ignorance and prejudice 
of the Chinese public have at last’ 
heen overcome, they have been 
quickly followed by utter callous- 
ness. In this respect the fault 

not’ rested solely with the lower 
classes, as may be gathered from 
the illuminating letters that wo 
have published from our Mukden 
correspondent. Taken by surprise 
by the first appearance of the 
plague, the leaders of the people 
remained passive spectators of the| 
vigordus measures adopted at the 
out-set by the Viceroy with the as- 
sistance of his foreign advisers. Gra- 
dually, however, they recovered their 
equanimity and insisted upon taking 
into their own hands the supervision 
of plague measures. The result, as 
far as Mukden was concerned, was 
‘an increase in the number of deaths 
daily. Not only were the precan- 
tions relaxed, but discipline seemed 
to desert at once the ranks of the 
subordinate officials who had pre- 
viously been doing work. 
From one source we hear of pa- 
tients in an isolation hospital left for 
twenty-four hours without food and 
adequate covering; of a general dis- 
position on the part of the people to 
adapt themselves to the attitude of 
their leaders and to evade as far as 
possible the most essential precan- 
tions enjoined against the spread of 
plague. Not only bas Mukden paid 
its price, but the disease has been 
allowed to spread in the country 
around. The example set in the 
capital of the province has been 
followed elsewhere, and foreign 
doctors are said to ‘have resigned on 






























‘account of the failure of the local 
authorities to enforce the necessary 
measures against plague. 

Bat, as we indicated yesterday, 
each fresh calamity makes for pro- 
grees in the history of every nation. 
‘The Manchurian plague finds China 
4 little more ready to profit by the 
world’s experience than ever she 
has shown herself before. Foroes 
of conservatism still hold their own 
in many places, but, seen in the 
trae perspective, the slight advance 
that the conntry has made is of 
satisfactory augury. From the 
point of view of practical politios 
it may be argued that the prospect 
of teaching the older generation 
is as nebulous as ever; but this 
is only another way of saying 
that the rehabilitation of the coun- 
try is not to be accomplished in a 
day. Institutions such as the 
Chinese Young Men's Christian 
Association may, therefore, receive 
further stimulus from the reflexion 
that the work that they are acoom- 
plishing is helping on in the safost 
and most lasting way the real re- 
generation of China. Reforms be- 
come practicable when the sense of 
the nation as a whole has been 
quickened to an appreciation 
of their tility or  mecessity. 
Tn due course considerations of 
sanitation and hygiene will weigh 
with the people, when their neglect 
entails loss of face. Last night's 
audience at the Memorial Hall oom- 
prised a good nucleus of local 
arbiters for the adjudication of good 
or bad “form,” and if they will 
act up to the spirit of the lecture 
to which they listened, the work 
of maintaining the public health 
of Shanghai will be materially 
assisted.

The pronouncements of the Pope 
had not conduced to peace between 
Church and State, but the Govern 
ment would persevere, and was 
maintaining the Prussian Lega- 
tion at the Vatican in the hope 
that the present situation was 
transitory.—Ezclusve Service.

A rieasast, if transitory, change 
from the asperities of politics is 
sought by some of the most. 
prominent men in British public 
life in the serene atmosphere that: 

A 
commendable custom ordains the 
selection of such men for positions 
of honourable pre-eminence in the 
more sequestered spheres of Univer- 
sity activity. The Chancellorship 
or Lord Rectorship of a University 
has come to be a prize for 
political service—not in the narrow 
and invidious sense of a reward for 
partisan accomplishment, but as a 
distinction to be gained by national 
service rendered amid the tarmoil 
of politics. These posts of enviable 
distinction are occupied by men of 
widely divergent political creeds. 
We find among them the Earl of 
Rosebery, Mr. H. H. Asquith, Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, the Luke of 
Devonshire, Viscount Morley, “Mr. 
A.J. Balfour, Lord Curzon and the 
Earl of Derby. That these dis- 
tinguished men have themselves 
graduated at one or other of the 
Universities does not indicate that 
the choice is restricted to those who 
have bad a University training ; 
bat might fairly be held to suggest 
that such an equipment does not 
handicap aspirants for success in 
the higher walks of public useful.

Stamina 
largely a matter of physical con- 
dition, of heart and lunge, of good 
digestion, and hard muscle. But 
it is more than that, ‘There is in, 
or allied with, stamina, a moral 
force called loosely by various 
names, grit, pluck, tonacity, and 
the like. All these are needed in 
the ideal football player who must 
bo so disciplined that he can play 
as vigorously in losing as in a 
winning game. But froma purel: 
physical point of view, stamin 
that quality which allows a wel 
conditioned team to keep as close 
to the ball in the second as in the 
first half. Many games are lost 
and won in the last few minutes. 
Much as chance counts in football, 
therefore, it {seems that Shanghai 
experience bears out the contention 
that, other things being equal, those 
men are the better football players 
who are under, rather than over, 
the average height.

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-defined grooves, and the period- 
ical journey to the Ho: id lacks 
even the measure of originality that 
can be introduced into a point-to- 
point race. It is true that domestic 
reasons will often prescribe tho 
ordered routine of a holiday at 
Peitaiho or Weihsiwei, Tsingtao or 
Kaling, or a recognized summer 
resort in Japan, in the same way as 
they rule out of court any break in 
the journey between the Har East 
and one of the regular ports of 
disembarkation in Europe. Bat 
sooner or later the opportunity can 
be created for a deviation from the 
more stereotyped form of holiday, 
and then it is of advantage to know 
how the maximum of interest and 
enjoyment can be obtained with or 
without the minimum of time and 
cost, Guide-books will hardly meet 
the case, unless some idea has pre- 
viously been obtained of what it 
may be desirable to see. ‘Travel in 
China daring the general holiday 
season offers no attractions and need 
not detain us. In Japan, however, 
there isa wide field for the more 
pes) ese inclined, and who will 
say that a holiday spent on tour is 
not often more profitable than one 
restricted to a single neighbourhood? 
To-day wo publish the second of 
two articles on “Some Japanese 
Spas and Mountain Resorts,” which 
may, perhaps, be found to provide 
the necessary ‘incentive for a holi- 
day of a more unconventional type 
than is usually indulged in by the 
Shanghai resident. The tours in- 
dicated are essentially of an inex- 
pensive character, but introduce 
just that scenery which might be 














sxpected to appeal most toa denizen 
on the Yangtze delta.

later he may be 
boarding a steamer at Patras, and 
the short trip to Brindisi will in- 
clade a few hours at the lovely 
island of Corfu, unless he elect to 
continue his journey up the east 
coast of the Adriatic. 

Once the traveller has passed 
boyond the confines of Eastern 
Europe, it becomes more difficult to 
deviate from the beaten track ; oF 
rather it would be difficult to re- 
commend one excursion in prefer- 
ence to another, because so many 
different paths are open to the 
wanderer, of which almost any one 
taken at random will furnish some- 
thing new and delightful. Even 
without this degree of adventurous- 
ness, it is possible to introduce 
variety into a journey ; and when 
we consider the different sopping 
places along the great high roads o 
Eastern and Western travel, it is 
curious to note how little, compara 
tively speaking, is heard of Genoa.

It isa clean, well to-do, 
well-ordered city. Here are no 
cripples exposing dreadful defor- 
mities as at Naples, no impor- 
tanate beggars clamouring for 
soldi. The Genoese are prosperous, 
quiet and courteous. Moreover, 
without yielding one inch in that 
modern progressiveness of which 
Northern Italy is probably the most 
remarkable example in Burope, 
Genoa has contrived to retain all 
that is pleasing of the past and to 
bring into accord with it all later 
developments. Thus the Via 
Venti Settembre of which the 
Genoese are justly proud, and 
where through spacious arcades 
they promenade by thousands in the 
evening, is a most worthy companion 
for dignity and design to th 
stately old palaces of the Via 
Garibaldi; and even the new Ex- 
change, the visitor may feel, must 
impart decoram to the hardening 
traffic in stocks and shares. In all its 
deep, cool streets, its orange and 
lemon groves, its old-world gardens 
and busy harbour, Genoa breathes 
an atmosphere of honourable busi- 
ness and pleasant repose ; and he 
who would vary his holiday from 
conventional paths would be well 
advised to break his journey here 
for a fow days, either of rest from, 
or preparation for, the weeks on 
board ship.

Tats year's Municipal Report 
makes its appearance in two sections 
—an innovation that will be appre- 
ciated by ratepayers, as it enables 
the Financial Statement for the 
previous year and the Budget for 
the current year to be in their hands 
at an earlier date than if the whole 
report were to appear simultaneous- 
ly.

For 
an adequate inquiry into Municipal 
finance, it is ni that rate- 
payers should have both the last 
year’s Statement and the Budget 
before them at the same time, as 
long as possible before the Annual 
Meeting.

before March 21, and it will be 
hoped that the new system thus 
inaugurated by last year’s Council 
will become permanent. The An- 
nual Report is now such 8 com- 
prehensive document that its com- 
pilation by the second week in 
March each year may be held to 
reflect the utmost credit on all 
concerned. Precedent in other 
countries overlooks the tardy 
pearance of most official publica- 
tions of this nature, and it is a 
matter for satisfaction that local 
regulations should ordain that the 
Annual Report bas to be in the 
hands of ratepayers before the 
Annual Meeting. Comparative 
tables aro still restricted to depart- 
mental totals in both the Financial 
Statement and the Budget. As has 
been pointed outon previous occa- 
sions the ideal Financial Statement 
will show comparative tables for each 
item as well as the amounts estimat- 
ed and actually expended. In tho 
same way the Budgot should be com- 
pared item by item with previous 
years, and it will be hoped that 
as the recently formed Treasurer's 
Department is able to overtake its 
accumulated work improvements on 
these lines will be introduced into 
the Annual Report. 

The Financial statement for 1910 
presents no very striking features 
and in this way records a normal and 
satisfactory year. Ordinary revenue 
amounted to Tis. 2,555,056.0,2 
a decrease of Tis. 20,294 below the 
Estimate. Ordinary expenditure, 
however, which amounted to Ts, 
2,200,153.46, also showed a redu 
tion on the Estimates, of TI 
90,378, and thus the Ordinary 
Budget produced an actual surplus 
of Tis. 70,084. Of the Loan for 
Tis. 370,000 authorized for the 
year only the sum of Tis. 163,800 
was taken up, reducing the total of 
the extraordinary income to Tis. 
576,656, which was sufficient to 
meot an extraordinary expenditure 
of Tis. 563,374. Accordingly the 
net result for the year under 
review, with a debenture issue of 
Tis. 163,800, is a balance of Tis. 
13,281 carried forward to 1911. 
The decrease of Tls. 20,294 in the 
ordinary income is accounted for 
by a falling-off in the native 
Manicipal Rate, due to a general 
decrease in rents throughout the 
Settlement, and to decreased 
receipts from wharfage dues. 
Economies in ordinary expenditare 
were effected under all but four 
headings, and nearly the whole of 
the sum spent in excess of Estimates 
—a small item of Tls. 7,395—is 
accounted for by special outlays un- 
der “General Charges.” The Public 
Works Department claims a saving 
of Tis. 41,566, or six and a half 
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per cent of ita total estimate, wain- 
ly under the heading of “ Main- 
tenance of Roads and Footwa: 

owing to the fact tbat the original 
programme of work had to be 
curiailed considerably by reason of 
a scarcity of labour. In the case 
of the Police Force a saving of 
Tis, 27,016 effected under “ Pay” 
owing to resignations and dismissals 
has been reduced to Tis, 18,510 
mainly by a falling-off in’ the 
“Receipta from Mixed Court 
Fines” and “Special Services.” 
Finally the Health Department in 
spite of the incidence of plague can 
show an expenditure of Ts. 10,508 
Jess than its Estimates. Under 
Extraordinary Expenditure we find 
that the postponement of the 
schemes for the Volunteer Head- 
quarters and a Recreation Ground 








for Chinese left the sum of Tis. 
50,000 unexpended and Tis. 15,000 
earmarked for the Yangkingpang 
Bridge were not used. On the 
other hand expenditure was in- 
curred to the amount of Tis. 
19,623, for which no provision was 
made in the Budget. But the 
record of the year’s working shows 
in the main a careful adherence to 
th Estimates, and it may be 
inferred that the financial re- 
organization now in progress is 
proceeding on sound lines. 

If the Financial Statement for 
the past year displays no striking 
developments, the Budget for the 
current year is equally straight- 
forward. The total Ordinary In- 
come is estimated at Tls. 2,567,900 
or half way between the figures of 
the estimated and actual revenue of 
1910, which, as we have seen, only 
varied by Tis. 20,000. Ordinary 
Expenditure is Estimated at Tis. 
2,357,804 or Tis. 157,651 (seven 
per cent) over and above the sam 
actually expended Inst year. ‘There 
is to be a further loan of Tis. 
300,000 and Extraordinary Expen- 
diture again amounts to twenty 

cent of the ordinary revenue, 
Pale of the amount being required 
for roads. The largest increase in 
Ordinary Expenditure falls to the 
Health Department with an addi- 
tional amount of Tis. 81,456 over 
the Estimate of last year, which, 
as the Report states, “ is explained

at present. No provision is made 
in the Budget for a new Head- 
quarters and Drill Hall for the 
Volunteers, but a Special Resolu- 
tion is promised on the subject at 
the coming annual meeting. 











CALAMITY AND 


PROGRESS. 
March 9. 


Since Tennyson expressed a 
classical idea in poetical form it 
has been a popular and even hack- 
neyed phrase with moralists— 
“that men may rise on stepping 
stones of their dead selves to higher 
things.” What is here stated in 
relation to individual life is no less 
true in the scalo of national being. 
“Civilization does get  forrard, 
soimetimes upon a powder cart,” is 
after all only another way of patting 
the old tag, Experientia docet. 
Indeed it may safely be said that 
the experience which teaches 
nations to their good is often as 
much more bitter in essence than 
that of the individual as its sco} 

is wider. Through the troublous 
and narrow gateway of adversity 
many a nation has entered into a 
broad domain of liberty, progress 
and peace. The life of a race has 
to pass through its refining period 
of discipline, and finds it not less 
painful than that which the youth 
must undergo in preparation for 
the responsibilities of manhood. 
As mankind moves forward to the 
great goal of final fitness the impact! 
of nation upon nation operates by 
friction to remove those racial 
excrescences which serve to impede 
the progress of the whole. And 
though to limited observation and 
local views the process may seem 
needlessly painful and frequently 
unjust, the wider outlook and the 
final consideration lead at least to- 
wards the conviction that the end 
is “somehow good.” Given the 
long enough view, it is the history 

















for reasons set forth in a memoran- 


of the world’s bitterness that serves 


to vindicate the ways of Providence 
in history. 

Nor is this only true of events 
which engage the whole of national 
interest and life. Once to every 
man and nation comes the. moment 
to decide ; but equally there iss 
movement continuous within eve 
organized nation making for grow! 
at the cost of pain. Modern sanita 
tion for instance, is not simply a 
witness to the growth of wisdom, it 
is an evidence of past disaster. 
development of the race, its national 
physique, the training of youth, the 
care of tae aged, infirm and poor 
are passing, and will increasingly 
pass, from the realm of philanthropy 
and private enterprise into the hands 
of the modern State, because utility 
dictates. It is being demonstrated 
more clearly ey year that passes, 
that the greatest and, in the last 
resort, the only sure asset a nation 
can is efficient men and 
women. Fit flesh and blood, and 
not wealth or prestige, will speak 
the fioal word in world’ attainment. 
Every event in national life which 
draws deeper attention to the needs 
and claims of the individual within 
the nation, whether that event be 
in the nature of political crisis or 
pestilence, strike or famine, serves 
the cause of progress. Political 
wisdom is therefore evident, not in 
the exhibition of the suppression by 
force of outbursts of democratic 
opinion—it is ns dangerous for a 
Government as for a negro to sit 
on the safety valve—nor in the 
dragooning of a people, but in 
patient endeavour for the uplift of 
the people. ‘That conscious content 
ment which is the fruit of Inborious 
toil and which is the mark of 
efficiency is gained only after much 
travail and as the result of hard 
experience. It is not happy chance 
which has freed Europe generally 
from the fear of devastating pestil- 
ences and wide-spread famine ; in 
history Europe has suffered no less 
than Asia from these and kindred 
calamities ; it is rather in willing- 
ness to learn and to apply the 
lessons taught by disaster that 
Europe has lifted herself and her 
peoples above them. Irrigation as 
the antidote for drought, di inage 
for flood, scientific investigation 
and hygiene for disease ; all these 
are the evident tokens of a remedial 
Progress born of dire calamity. 

Twice within the period of five 
‘years past, hard famine fas follow. 
ed on the heels of flood in China ; 
and it would seem that in spite of 
an admirable exhibition of the 
philanthropic spirit which is alive 
within her, this nation bas failed to 
see the need of preventive as well 
as of relief provision for the suffer- 
ing people north of the Yangtze, 
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‘The officials of China 
appreciate the value of human life 
as an essential factor of national 
progress. What the death from 
famine of a million people in the 
agrarian districts f 
likely to be accompli 
hundred plague cases near Peking. 
‘A disaster which respects no per- 
sons and which strikes at the heart 
may be the means of setting in 
motion forces of progress which no 
other threat could move. China 
will live to give thanks for the out- 
break of plague in Mancharia, if 
those in authority are prompt to 
discover and to heed the lessons it 
brings with it. If only this people 
could learn that dirt spells death, 
what a transformation might be 
offected in the habitations of China’s 
“ millions.” What a change would 
come over the condition, for in- 
stance, of the Chinese City of Shang- 
hai, and what sources of pestilence 
might be removed for ever, if the 
lessons of plague prevention were 
faithfully applied to the Empire. 
There are not wanting phases of 














life in the West which China can] ® 


well afford to do without ; but that’ 
care for the well-being of the com- 
mon people which is so significant 
of the new life of western lands, 
and which has come gradually into 
being in answer to the oft repeated 
discipline of disaster, neither this 
nation nor any other which wishes 
to survive the stress of modern life 
and competition can afford to ne- 
glect. If public sanitation remains: 
as the abiding offect of the calamity 
of plague, another enormous step 
forward in the real progross of 
China may be chronicled. She 
learning, with all the modern world, 
that events which ignorance has in 
the past ascribed to fate may be 
prevented by ao intelligent and 
careful application of the discover- 
‘jes of science and knowledge. In 
lack of that knowledge the people 
perish.

C1 is fixed to the 
engine crankshaft B. C2 is fixed toa 
sleeve T which is mounted loosely on 
the squared end of shaft D, The 
sleove T is free to slide laterally along 
D, but owing to the end of D being of 
square section T cannot rotate inde- 
pendently of D. 

Normally (2 is held in firm contact

of the car by 
‘varying the speed of the engine? The 
reply is that the internal combustion 
engine as at present constracted is 
essentially » high speed machine, that 
its speed is incapable of being effectively 
ried between sufficiently wide limits, 
and tbat as it is gradually re- 
duced below # certain point the power 
developed rapidly falls away to zero. 
Hence it becomes necessary to d 
some means whereby the engine can 
still continue to rap at an efficient and 
therefore comparatively high speed and 
‘at the same time propel the car slowly 
over the surface of the rosd. This ia 
‘accomplisbed by interposing the gear- 
box between the engine and the shaft it 
drives. 

Bat if the speed of the engine and 
‘consequently the power it exerts ro- 
main about the same on all the gears, 
bat becomes of the excess of power on 
the lower gears? Suppose, for instance, 
that at « thousand revolations « minute 
the oar is propelled along the level road 
‘at twenty-one miles an hour on top gear 
‘and seven miles an hour on low gear, 
where does the power giving the extra 
fourteen miles an hour on top gear go 
to when the car is ranning on low? 

To answer this we will suppose that 
the pairs of wheels E and P, H and 
Q, and K and R are of the same 
sizes respectively, and that their dia 
ters (and therefore the numbers of their 
teoth) are in the proportion 1: 
As shown in the figure the gears are 

the neutral position. With the 

engine ranning and the clutch engaged 
the shafts B and D revolve as one; 
and the wheel E., being in mesh with 
R., drives the countershaft 0. No 
other work is done; for the wheels H 
and K being out of mesh the shalt @ 
remains stationary. 

When the gear lever is moved into 
the first speed notch it has the effect 
of sliding the sleeve J a little to the 
left so that K meshes with P. 

But P is fixed to the countershaft O 
which is always being driven by E ; and 
P therefore drives K, and through it 
the sbaft L, wheel N, back axle ant 
car wheels, 

Now because K is three times the 
size of P, to drive K one revolution 
requires three revolutions of P; and 
because P and R are fixed on the eame 
shaft, one revolution of K also entails 
three revolations of R, But R being 
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three times the size of E, to drive R 
these three revolutions requires nine 
revolutions of E; that is to say, to 
drive the propeller sbaft L once round 
on the low gear requires nine revola- 
tions of the engine crank shaft B. 

To put in the second gear the sleeve 
Vig moved farther to the left, ontil H 
engages with Q, in wbich position it 
may be similarly calcalated that for 
each revolution of L three revolutions 
are made by B. 

To get into the top gear the sleeve J 
is again moved leftwards till the pro- 
jecting “dogs” on H engage with those 
on E. In this position the three shafts 
B, D and L revolve as one, and thoogh 
the conntershaft O is still bein 
rotated by E, no intermediate gear- 
ing between D and G is being used 
and the drive from engine to propelier 
shaft ia therefore direct. 

It will be easily understood from the) 
foregoing that at any given number of 
engine revolutions the propulsive lever- 
age oxerted by the e ‘on the back 
wheels of the car @ times more) 
powerfal on low gear than on top, and 
‘that the speed of the car is ni 
greater on top gear than on low. In 
other words the speed lost on low gears 
is in direct proportion to the extra 
leverage gained.

Tam glad to be able to report that 
the PI here is being kept ander 
splendidly by the vigorous and well- 
organized efforts of the Plague P: 

i Considering the 
calties to contend with ins great city 
like this, with so many roads entering 
it from all sides, and the ignorance of 
the people, and their anwillingness to 
report cases occurring in their midst, 
we have got off very easily thus far. 
Bince January 13 when the first case 
was reported, until the 17th instant, 
there been’ 240 deaths, The 
daily death roll for a week or ten days 
has been ten to fifteen and is not 
incressing. 

Knanchentze is still _safforing 
terribly. Ten days ago the death rate 
thore was as high as 130 to 140 daily. 














‘The last few days it bas fallen to 80 or a 


90, 

The official figures of the fatal cases 
in Harbin for November, December and, 
January and the firet fire days of 
February, are 4,405, and probably this 
is not an over-statement, for it comes 
from most reliable me 

Plague is spreading in the vi'lages 
and market towns, bat no trustworthy 
figares are available. I should say that, 
Province alone bas lost at least 
10,000 lives.

Alter another week I can still report 
no plague in Teinao, a circumstance 
tbat must be regarded as remarkable, 
in view of the fact that little or no 
restraint is put upon intercourse with 
infeoted places to the east of os, Some 
little attempt bas been made to examine 
travellers coming in from the east, bat 
in a very desultory way. 

The estimate made by the Plagae 
Burean here of the total number of 
deaths from plague throvghout the 
province, up to the 16th instant, is 1,000, 
which agrees very closely with the 
estimate mado by the United States 
Consul in Chefoo, of 1,000 deaths to the 
10th instant. 

‘The train service on the Tientsin- 
Pukon Railway between here and

to the danger in transporting passengers 
across the Yellow River, which still has 
ice in it

‘Altogether, the prospect seems very 
bright for this city’s escaping anepidemic 
of plague, although sporadic eases may, 
of course, appear in the future.

‘The Viceroy has now put down his 
foot and ordered the tragedy to cease, 
bat is much troubled «because we have 
now a pest house, or group of houses, 
‘which are, in very deed, » perfect deo 
the most virolent plagae germs, with 
dying inmates. The Sanit 
Aathorities, who were badly snabbed, 
do not relish the task of clearing out 
the “mess.” Herein lies the secret 
shy things hbave not continued as well 
as they ‘as regards prevention 
work, in this city, ‘The pee people 
felt that they bad cause to 
‘complain, and obstruct all they 
could, when they found that the 
Guild had no faith in modern 
methods. The plagae was being s0 
well kept in check and, considering the 
conditions generally, the sanitary 
authorities were doing splendi 
ii in a sab-Arctic winter, 
ge, to meet the great 
demand for isolation cases, as thorough- 
ly as could have been wished, bat a 
minimam of inconvenience to all was 
honestly aimed at.

One's sympathies aro aroused by the 
pi forta of the Obinese officials 
in the present emergency. Between 
pressure from their superiors and 
evasion or open disregard of all their 
suggestions by the people—themselves 
ignorant of the proper measure to take 
—they are in bard case, 

Certain traditional measures seem to 
be expected of them, a sample of which 
is the proclamation of the Laichoufa 
official quoted in the “N.C. Herald” 
for February 17, A. similar proclama- 
tion appeared on our city gates, A 
prescription containing some sixteen 
ingredients equally absurd has been 
made up in large quantities by the 
anthorities here, to be snuffed up the 
nose for the cure of plague, or barned 
and inhaled to prevent thedisease. The 
limit of absurdity seems to have been 
reached by the official at Choutsan, 
which lies just east of the Changchia 
focus of the plague. He proclaimed » 
great festival to celebrate the freedom 
of the city from the disease, and the 
villagers for miles around came to see, 
If Choutenn remains free from plague, 
it will not be the fault of its official. 

Mr. Oblmer, Commissioner of 
Customs, stated some time ago that 
20,000 men had returned to this 
province from Manchuria, In spite of 
all roles, this tide of travel continues, 
spreading death in its train. An 
intelligent man, now in quarantine at 
our compound, told me, how the 
plague came to a village near his 
own, in the next county east of 
this, ‘Three men of that village started 
































home from Mancburis, One died in 
Chefoo, one on the road, and one two 
days alter reachiog home. In a few 
weeks’ time, eighty in the village were 
dead. These are the factors which make 
the sitoation in this province somewhat 
uncertain, and call for the greatest 
‘watchfalnese from all in authority. 











MUKDES. 
Feb. 28. 

The death rate for this city 
‘creasing, owing, possibly, to the milder 
weather, and to the fact tbat the bacilli 
seem to be losing their power. It would, 
one believes, have been stamped ont 
in this city, if it bad not been for the 
crass stupidity of the Mercbante’ 
Guilds, whose conservative members 
have gained the upper hand, and have 
insisted on discarding every method 
that could be attributed to the foreig 
er, Their so-called hospitals are, 
‘temple yards, and houses connected 
with the same, Plague patients and 
‘contacts are all in the same compounds, 
with fall personal liberty. The result 
is, that, in a very few days, in the larger 
‘compound, there were one bundred and 
sixty deaths, and in the smaller about 
fifty, including two famous “doctors” 
who bad come up from Tientsin, and 
who, most persistently, carried out their 
‘ancient methods, by sticking in needles 
in to every patient and discouraging all 
such things as disinfectants, ‘The 
Viceroy, who seemed powerless to pre- 
vent this terrible mistake, now that the 
Gnuilds are themselves in a fix, bas 
— the said hospitals to be closed. 

























Guilds, who wield great powers, had, 
undoubtedly, seoret backing from’ some 
high sutborities in Peking. These 
same merchants have set things back 
badly and caused endless deaths in the 
villeges around, by allowing their con- 
tacts to go away. 

‘bere has been, snd will be, one 
fears, a serious waste of life in 
charia for some time to 
try as the chief offic |, in this 
capital city, others will not obey orders, 
‘or obey in only a very  perfanctory 
manner. Every man is a law to bim- 
self in this very democratic land, Of 
the various under assistants, each 
prefers to carry out things in bis own 
may to obeying commands, even if be 
knows that it may cost him his |i 
There is slways the off chance that 
it will nc id be prefers to tal 
the risks. One would like to testi 
to the bravery snd earnestness of 
the police and the Sanitary Staif, many 
‘of whom" have given their lives bat 
‘many’ cannot see why they should obey 
‘instructions to the letter. The Chinese 
will never make a really powerfal 
‘nation until the superiors are better 
trasted, and it is realized that it 
one’s daty to obey, The ordinary 
‘Chinese, with all his good qualities, is 
too happy-go-lucky ever to acoomplish 
great things, and that is where 
the Japanese scores heavily, for 
ie will instinctively obey instrac- 
tions to the very letter, “His not 
to reason why, his but to do and die,” 
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If only the simplest methods, and 
those which one would have thought, the 
ordinary, coolie would have seen were 
the best had been carried ont, thousands 

ives would have been saved, and 
of dollars saved too, directly 
‘and indirectly. Of course, much has 
‘been done, as compared with what would 
ave been the case ten years ago, but, 
when the high officials do seem s0 earn- 
it is eo disappointing that their 
cannot be carried out, because of 
‘the lack of obedience in their sub- 
ordinates, and the obtuseness of the 
poor suffering people, whose patient 
‘endarance is simply pathetic, when one 
thinks that most of their terrible 
troubles could be avoided.

H. P. Wilkinson, our legal adviser, was 
to visit the district where oar Estate 
is located, so we persuaded him to 
inspect oor estate and to write us a 
report thereon. 

Tn bis report Mr. McKean rightly 
points out that he bas only reported on 
the results of bis inqairies and on bis own 
general impressions, and not as an 
expert. Mr. McKean visited the estate 
accompanied by Mr. Limby, a qualified 
surveyer, and reports as follows :— 

(a). | Area unier Rubber :— We 
found that the estate was divided 
roughly into two parta, that on the’ 
right hand side of the side-road, 














leading from the main Government 
Road from Malacca and that on the left 
hand side, The area of that part of the 
estate on the right band side of the 
road, as one approaches the estate, is 
considerably the larger, and we found 
that all, so far as we could ece, of this 
area bad st some time or other been 
planted with rubber. The portion of 
the estate farthest from the road is at 
present under very heavy lalang and 
blachar, and the greater portion, in fact 
nearly all, of the rabber which bad been 


yoai| planted in this portion of the estate 


bas been killed by undergrowth. The 
area of this portion of the estate not 
ow planted with robber we estimated 
at about roughly ten acres. From con- 
versations with persons considered to 
have knowledge of rubber planting, the 
fact of the estate once having been 
planted and some robber trees still 
growing, such as in this case, renders 
the same being described by experts as; 
part of the planted ares. With regard 
to that portion of the estate on the op- 
posife side of the road, we found that an 
farea which wo ostimated at ten acrea had 
is consiate 
to a large'extent in lo ground, 
mostly swamp, and we were informed by 
the Head Chinese, who speaks English 
fluently, that it is not suitable ground 
for planting rubber. Oa a portion of 
it, I think, rabber might be cultivated, 
and in fact it may bave been planted, 
but at the tim inspected the estate 
there was no sign of any robber trees. 
In estimating this area of ten acros I 
should thiok tbat probably five or six 
acres would be suitable for the growth 
of rabber. 

(b.) General 
Katute—The greater portion of the 
estate, I should judge, was in a very 
healthy condition, and the trees appear 
to be thriving, Abont thirty or forty 
acres are still very dirty and reqi 
cousiderable wooding and cleaning. ‘The 
block on the left hand side of the 
road is considerably more advanoed 
in growth than that on the other 
side, and on my isit about 1200 
trees were beiog tapped.

After the meeting st which it was

The forty-first anvual report of the 
Shanghai Recreation Fand for tho year 
ended December 31, 1910 bad been is- 
med. The report which is signed by 
Mr. George Lanning, Secretary, and is 
addressed to the Trustees of the Fund, 
‘Mosars A. McLeod (Chairman), C. W. 
Wrightson, B.C. Pearce, David Landale 
and H. E.R. Hanter, is as follows :—

for the year 1910, 

Income and Expenditure—These 
items when compared with those of 1909

tion of plague among rats is far 
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worse than the introduction of 
aman oases of plague, as it is mach 
‘more difficalt to eradicate. PI 
‘a disease of rate which only occasionally 
affects man. 

Measares were therefore taken to 
‘exterminate rats in places in the Settle- 
ment where plague-iofected rats were 
found. The methods are as follows : 
1—Rats found dead in the streets and 
alleys are collected by the house-refase 
coolies and placed in bamboo buckets 
containing disinfectant which kills the 
fleas on the rats in order to prevent 
giving plague to the coolies, These 
dead rats are sent to the Laboratory, 
where they are cat up and examined 
under the microscope for plague germa, 
‘When a rat is found to have died of 
plagae the label tells where it was found 
‘the place, wi radios of 300 feet, 
called a plague focus, i.e, » place 
where there is special dager ofl ae 
to the people living there. 2.—A plegae 
fooas being found, rat-catcbers and rat- 
poisoners are sent to all the houses, 
‘abont 300, in that particular place, 
beginning on the outside and working 
towards the centre, 60 ss to kill all the 
rate as far as possible, The rats 
trapped are again collected in bamboo 
buckets containing fectant and 
carried away and borat. 3. 
time all houses in the plagu 
inspected and measures

wegian Veritas and Lloyd's, and her 
gross tonnsge was 1620. She was 
well-found and as good as any other Nor- 
wegian ship in these seas.

The following is = Report of the 
Shanghai Society for the Prevention of 
Croelty to Animals for the month of 
Febraary. 

1.—On February 6, before the British 
Assessor, a butcher named Sang Bso- 
tah was charged with cruelly illtreating 
three pigs by tying them on a barrow 
in such a manner as to cause then 
unnecessary pain, on the 27th ultimo.
